Shot in Heart 
And Lives 


LONDON, Sunday (Reuter) 
The British medical periodical 
“Lancet” reports a remarkable 
instance of survival of a man 
shot through the heart. 

In a remote part of the Aden 
Protectorate, a Si-year-old of- 
Lier of the RAF was acciden- 
tally fired upon at about 400 
metre range and slot through 
the heart with a bullet of calibre 
75 mm. 


He did not, however, 
| dead. Instead, he pressed 
pad against the wound is his 
chest to check the bleeding and 
then lay down to wait for beip 


He was carried by stretcher 
three kilometres down a moun- 
tam to camp from which he 
travelled a further three kms. 
im the back of a truck before 
being transported by plane to 
hospital in Aden, 150 kms. away. 

There, 24 hours after the ac- 
cident, an RAF surgeon emptied 
hie chest of almost ent pints 
of bleod before finding the 
bullet hole in the right auricle 
| into which it wag possible to 
| insert his finger. As no foreign 
body was found inside the heart 
the wound was closed. 

By this time in spite of intra-
